Clamp devices for use in selectively altering 
hair color-color, especially advantageous for 
use with off-the-scalp type bleach materials, 
comprising two bars hinged at one end to each 
other with a latch at the other end for 
removably holding them in the closed position 
with one face of one bar tightly against the 
opposed face of the other bar. The adjacent 
faces of each are aligned so that they may be 
placed close to the scalp with tresses of hair 
between the opposed faces, one of which may 
have spaced recesses for the tresses.
